With most of th e vil­ 
lage in darkness between six and 
seven o^clock in th e evening, th e 
fifremen h ad to be reswih ed by tele­ 
ph one instead of th e electric siren. 
Campbell street in front of th e 
Herald office w'as barricaded for 
safety’s sake wh en a large limb 
from a tree at th e comer of th e 
American Legion h ome 
tumbled 
across several strands of teleph one 
and power lines. 
Th e firemen h ad a tough job on 
th eir h ands wh en a tall ch imnev 
toppled at a residence at south 
Mitch ell and Har\’ard st. Several 
beams in th e roof were damaged 
and th e firemen h ad to break th e 
ch imney down into small pieces and 
th row th em clear of th e 
h ouse.

Vaccination 
Drive Soon In 
Heights Schools 


“An ounce of prevention is \xrorth 
( 


pound of cure” may be applied to 
he drive for immunization protec- 
ion against diphtheria and small­ 
pox, which the Arlington Heights 
Public Health committee announc­ 
ed today they are going to spon­ 
sor in conjunction with the Tuber­ 
culosis Institute of Chicago and 
Cook county and Arlington Heights 
Board of Health. 
Less than 5(>% of the children 
in this community have been vac­ 
cinated and one third of them are 
unprotected against diphtheria, the 
committee pointed out. It is hoped 
that e\*ery child in the Arlington 
Heights schools will cooperate in 
the Schick testing to be offered in 
a fexv weeks. Since diphtheria and 
small pox are most prevalent in 
the fall and wanter, the Health 
Center points out and 
urges ah 
parents to cooperate 
in making 
this community 100% immunized. 
The Schick test for immunizatior 
against diphtheria is a simple anc 
harmless skin test that show's ii 
48 hours whether or not a persoi 
is immune. In “Schicking” a smal 
amount of liquid is injected in t 
.he skin on the forearm and from 
hat the reaction is noted.

Add sugar, flour and salt to plain cream and butter or to whipping 
cream , and beat w’ith rotary beater until very thick. Pour this thick­ 
ened cream m ixture over the apples . . . and then spread it out so it 
covers the apples completely.

Regardin g the value of 
rock 
phosphate an d the cheaper forms 
of soluable phosphate that will 
brought in experimen ts in Illin ois 
in dicate that these two fertilizers 
apparen tly have 
about the same 
j value dollar ioi dollar. Of course 
thli does n ot apply when soluable 
pn osphates are used as a hill drop 
application on corn or similar crops 
but w’hen it is used on alfalfa or 
other legumes even the reduced 
prices ot these soluable phophates 
will n ot make them an y more val­ 
uable fertilizin g material than ruck 
phosphate. 
There is on e possible 
exception to this. 
If a farmer is 
a ten an t an d the lan dlord is n ot 
followin g a fertilizer program on 
the lan d, a ten an t may expect to 
use soluable phosphates to get a 
little (iuicker results than they will 
get from rock phosphate. How’ever, 
sin ce the amoun t of phosphorous 
applied is much greater in rock 
phosphate an y own er who expats 
to be on his farm for some time 
had best use rock phosphate be­ 
cause he is gettin g more phosphor­ 
ous on the groun d for his mon ey 
that will be in the soil an d useable 
after the soluable phosphates are 
exhausted.
